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ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicant 's arguments filed August 15, 2006 have been fiilly considered but have not 
been found to be persuasive, 

1. Applicant argues, on page 1 of the arguments dated August 15, 2006, that the finality of 
the rejection is improper because changes were made based on a representation that the changes 
would overcome the prior art of record. 

However, the finality is proper because of the new issues raised by the amendment. 

Applicant also argues on page 1 that there is no material difference between the current 
claims and the claims as previously presented because the only change in the claims was to 
change the term 'having' to the term 'comprising,' and no reason has been provided for an 
interpretation of 'having' as being broader than comprising. 

However, as stated on page 7 of the Office Action of December 30, 2005, the term 
'having' does not exclude the annular portion of a label on a bottle; the bottle 'has' the label, 
although the label is separate fi-om the bottle, and therefore has the annular portion of the label. 

Applicant also argues, on page 2, that the rejection is improper because Brown et al state 
that the bulk of the bottle should be made out of one material, and the relief portion out of 
another, for the purpose of providing different coloring, two separate materials, Applicant 
argues, are not claimed or required. 

However, Brown et al is not limited to different colors, and it is unclear where Brown 
states that different materials are required. It is also not clear that the claimed invention excludes 
different materials. 

Applicant also argues, on page 2, that Pollard relates to pigments, rather than dyes. 
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However, the difference between pigments and dyes is unclear. 

Applicant also argues, on page 2, that xanthene is not within the scope of Pollard. 

However, as stated on page 3 of the previous Action, Pollard teaches a fluorescent 
material, and therefore includes xanthene. 

Applicant also argues on page 2 that what is stated in the previous Action to be obvious is 
no the claimed invention, and that the additional references do not overcome the deficiency of 
Brown et al and Pollard. In response, the above answers are repeated.
